Replica of Lincoln’s Cabin 
In San Marino To Get Trees 


Near the main buildings 
at Southwestern Academy in 
San Marino is a small log 
cabin which many by-pa.ss- 
ers haver assumed is the ori¬ 
ginal home of an early .set¬ 
tler’s family. In reality, the 
little hou.se has a history 
ovoin more unique than that, 
for it is a replica of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln’s birfhplacr'. 
Tire log cabin is madp of 
railroad' lies rurd was built 
to exact .scale by Soiithwcsl- 
ern students in 1959 to com¬ 
memorate the 150th anni¬ 
versary of Linc-oin’s birth. 

This pa.st week, the cabin’s 
role on the Southwestern 
campus was updated as stu¬ 
dents undertook an unusual 
plantin,g ceremony. Boy.s in 
the eightli grade U.S. history 
class at the resident school 
for boys were assigned a pro¬ 
ject to pinpoint plants which 
relate thernsolves to Lin¬ 
coln’s life, either .symbolical¬ 
ly or tlit-ough native geo¬ 
graphy. Several of these 
species are -bei.ng planted in 
front of tho cabin, to climax 
tire project. 

Joe Patridge, the school’s 
ju,ninr high scliool president, 
said the varieties sched'ule.d 
for planting Inoludo the na- 
tiv'c violet, state flower of 
Illinois; tho tulip tree, state 
tree of Kentucky; golde.nrod, 
official flower of Kentucky; 
the Mr. Lincoln rose; and 
lilacs, made famous in Walt 
Whitman’.® poem about Lin¬ 
coln’s death, “Wh(‘n Lilac.s 
I.ast i.'i tho D o o r y a r d 
Bloomed.” 

Tho planting will add a 
new chapter to the contin¬ 
uing story of .Soutliwe.stern’s 
Abraham Lincoln heritage. 
An Italian immigrant who 
grew lup in Illinois, its foun¬ 
der was .steeped- In traditions 
of the great President. He 
named the school’s fir.st ori¬ 
ginally- con-structod building 
Lincoln Hall. Maurice Veron- 
da later acquired several 
other Lincoln artifacts which 
are now o-n display in its 
museum. 

One of tho most poignant 
is an oak leaf framed in the 
museum. 'The leaf was re¬ 
moved from Lincoln’s cas¬ 
ket when it was opened in 
1880 to quell a r-umor that 
the bod'V buried inside was 
not really that of the dead 
Piesidont. The leaf was 
later given to Maurice Ver- 
onda by a young soldier who 
had been on duty at the 
time. Tho same soldier also 
presented Mr. Veronda a 
plaster cast of Linc-oln’s 
hand, moulded from an ori¬ 
ginal ca,st made after his 
death. 

Tho collection includes a 
print made from a glass 
photographic plate now in 
the Chicago Historical So¬ 
ciety. The plate is one of 
several taken of Lincoln only 
a month before his death. 
Another picture made at the 
same time is now famous 
through its use on the five 
dollar bill. 


Tire print is one of several 
reproduced from the plate by 
Pa.sadena photographer E. 
Willard Spurr in IMO. The 
series succeeded in captur¬ 
ing expression on the face of 
Linc-oln in a remarkably life¬ 
like manner. 

'The picture occupies a 
place of honor behind the 
desk of Southwestern’s di¬ 
rector, Dr. Kc.nneth Veronda, 

“The eyes follow you 
everywhere you go,” Dr, Ver- 
onda commented. “Tho pic¬ 
ture used to liang in fron' 
of my de.sk, but having it 
there was too •unnerving.” 

Scuthwc.ster.n’s replica of 
Lincoln’s birthplace was 
completed in 19^. Building 
the cabin took two years of 
Saturday afternoons to com¬ 
plete. Each of tire logs had 
to be individually notched 
by axe and saw. ’The con- 
■stuction was a project of the 
eighth grade U.S. history 
cla.ss taught by Dr. Tbomas 
Andrews, now a profo.ssor of 
history at Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege. 

Bc'fore building began, the 
dimensions of tho Lincoln 
birthplace in Hodgenville, 
Kentucky, were thoroughly 
researched by an eighth- 
grade stiindent who visited 
the site and took numerous 
photographs. Research re¬ 
vealed that the cabin wa:'r 
■built of .square, not round 
logs, a,nd' that its chimney 
only reached three quarters 
of the way to the top. 

On investigating reasons 
for the short chim.ney, the

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the tour insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

3. QUESTION: What is a FIctItous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 179CXJ-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used In filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statepients? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Oerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubicatlon? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
icatlon until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
In a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, It being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


8 . QUESTION: Is a filing ot the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971.

Only a single publication 
required for interim $2 filing 
and for the prospective $10 
refiling. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

When President Abraham Lincoln, in March of 1865, 
took the oath of office for the second time he stood weary 
and worn from the tragic years of a fraticidal war whose 
carnage was near its end. 

He knew too well, however, that the end would be 
but the beginning . . . the beginning of a difficult peace 
that could bo just as wearying, and which held a great 
potential for tragedy. 

He saw his burden as being the creation somehow of 
“a new birth of freedom,” the uniting of a shattered 
people, the dissolving of hatreds, and the restoration of 
that spirit of brotherhood which his nation must have if 
it ever again was to take up the challenge of Its destiny. 

John Wilkes Booth relieved Lincoln of that burden, 
and in doing so deprived the bleeding nation of a leader¬ 
ship it sorely needed. The specter of man’s weaknesses, 
his hates, rose from the battlefields and they haunt us 
still today. 

But Lincoln left us a heritage which, if we will 
only enfold it and live by it, will guide us to the goals he 
sought. He had an abiding faith in the people, an in¬ 
domitable assurance that right makes might, a lasting 
solace in his faith in God. 

“With malice toward none, with charity for all, with 
firmness in the right as God gives us to see the right, 
let us strive on ... to do all which may achieve and 
cheri-sh a just and lasting peace among ourselves and 
with all nations.” 

Another Small Step 

Neil Armstrong’s "small step for a man” was indeed 
a great leap for mankind in that it launched the physi¬ 
cal exploration of other celestial bodies, with all the awe¬ 
some unknown results that are yet to come. 

Now another small step has been taken that might 
just prove to bo the precursor of a great leap toward 
better understanding and cooperation among men on 
earth. 

The United States and the Soviet Union, rather 
hesitant "partners” in space exploration so far, have 
agreed to a significant year-long study of the earth 
from outer space. It will be conducted from U.S. and 
■Soviet satellites from analogous sites in this country 
and the .Soviet Union. 

'The American satellite, to be launched in May as 
part of the EROS program, will concentrate on Arizona 
and South Dakota. The Soviets will study sites in the 
Russian Steppes and the Aral Sea. 

After a year, American and Russian scientists will 
exchange data and the conclusions they have drawn. 

The primary innovative value of the joint study is 
the advancement of mapping, particularly remote areas. 
It is hoped, for instance, that out of the experiment will 
1 ‘ventually come accurate maps of the Antarctic, now 
largely unsurveyed. 

And, hopefully, also will come a more relaxed spirit 
of “reasoning together” between the world’s two greatest 
powers. 


God Not Male? 


A prominent churchwoman has renewed an old femin¬ 
ist plaint alKJut God. She doesn’t think the Creator should 
be thought of as male. 

Dr. Cynthia Wedel, president of the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches, told a Berkeley congregation recently; 
“People think of the church as the last bastion of male 
supremacy. God created man in his own image — male 
and female created he them. So we don’t think of God 
as male.” 

Dr. Wedel’s amiable statement reminds on<‘ of the 
old story about a more militant feminist who, during a 
time when things weren’t going too well for that genera¬ 
tion’s version of Women's Lib, exhorted her followers: 

"Don’t he discouraged. Pray to God, and She will 
help us.” 

Nixon and the War! 

President Richard Nixon’s dramatic revelation of the 
secret negotiations to end the war in Vietnam and return 
l»th U.S. and North Vietnamese prisoners of war to 
their respective homelands elicited a fairly humorous 
response from his political opponents at home. 

’That the North Vietnamese would not agree to a 
tci-mlnation of hostilities was evident in the simple fact 
that President Nixon made the discussions public. 

Yet the mental convolutions of Senators J. William 
Kulbright and Edward Kennedy, not to mention columnist 
James Heston and a dozen others, were magnificent. 

The great Fulbright’s contribution upon learning that 
the President had in fact been engaged in negotiations 
while he fulminatexi was that what would be considered 
in Western eyes a “fair and generous proposal” might 
“not look generous to North Vietnam.” “We may have 
to do more,” he said. 

Teddy Kennedy, whose brother -- along with Lyn¬ 
don Johnson put the majority of troops in Vietnam, 
the troops President Nixon has withdrawn, observed 
sagely that “the point is not to explain the failures of 
the past. The point is to end the war.” Teddy boy might 
well be concerned about explaining “failures of the past.” 

Columnist James Reston’s observations had to 'oo 
classic. Said Reston, “it has almost become a cliche that 
ITesident Nixon deals effectively with the politics of his 
I)roblems better than with the problems themselves.” What 
in the name of heaven that means, he took a full column 
to discuss it, with a conclusion similar to Fulbright’s - 
to wit, none. 

’The great Democratic frontrunner, Edmund Muskie, 
was so taken by surprise at Nixon’s announcement that 
one of his spokesmen said he wouldn’t have anything to 
say until the next day. The next day Senator Muskie 
gamely said the Nixon initiative must be welcomed, but 
probably the North Vietnamese wouldn’t accept. 

’The fact of the matter is that once again President 
Nixon has demonstrated an amazingly bold ability to 
move toward equitable resolution of critical problems 
and has left his political opponents wondering where they 
were before the lights came on. 

’The latest episode is not that Mr. Nixon has all of 
the utopian answers to the problems of mankind. If he 
did, he would be in God’s heaven and unable to com¬ 
municate with the rest of us. But he is working intelli- 
gcHtly to resolve the many problems of our era. 

■Whether his poltical adversaries are any better or 
not really isn’t the point. ’The fact is that they have again 
demonstrated a painfully childish petulance that he would 
have the nerve to try without letting them issue a press 
release in advance telling him what to do.

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The study of the future 
has become a major occupa¬ 
tion. Numerous authors and 
academicians are busy fore¬ 
casting what the United 
States will be like in the 
year 2000. The best known 
of the studies of the nation’s 
collision with tomorrow is 
“Future Shock” by Alvin 
Toffler, but many other 
studies are in progress. 

Predictions about things to 
comp are understandable, for 
we live in a time of rapid 
change. It is only reasonable 
to suppose that the changes 
in the next two or three dec¬ 
ades will be as profound as 
the changes of the genera¬ 
tion past. Predicting the fu¬ 
ture is hazardous, however. 
History doesn’t move In a 
straight line. It is full of zig¬ 
zags and curves and pro¬ 
vides surprises. 

In the 1960’s, for example, 
social analysts declared that 
the nation was entering a 
new urban era. It was said 
that the big cities would 
dominate American poltics 
and that the leaders of ur¬ 
ban coalitions such as Mayor 
John Lindsay of New York 
City represented’ the wave of 
the future. But recent sta¬ 
tistics suggest that central 
cities are of declining impor¬ 
tance. A report prepared for 
the Commission on Popula¬ 
tion Growth says that by 
the year 2000 the number of 
congressmen from the sub¬ 
urbs will almost double 
while the number from cen¬ 
tral cities will drop sharply. 

The 1960’s opened with lib¬ 
eral politicians and intelec- 
tuals totally committed to 
interventionism overseas. 
President Kennedy traveled 
to We.st Berlin and expressed 
American solidarity with the 
.statement: “I am a Berliner,” 
which was properly under¬ 
stood as a vow of unyielding 
U.S. supiKirt. 'Tile 1970’s finds 
the liberal community com¬ 
mitted to a new isolationism. 

&:irpriso.s abound. Richard 
Nixon had the firm support 
of con.sorvatives in tlie 1960’'^ 
hecau.se .he profos.scd com¬ 
plete dedication to free enter¬ 
prise principles and' ii.nyield- 
ing opposition to the com¬ 
munist powers. The .new Nix¬ 
on of the 1970’s has imposed 
economic controls n,n a free 
economy and sought an ac¬ 
commodation with Commu¬ 
nist China. 

It is hard to make accui- 
ate forecasts. In Richmond, 
Va. a U. S, Di.strict Judge 
has ordered the merger of 
urban and suburban school 
districts. Ilis plan is a 
.sRidied effort to transform 
the suburbs and plunge 
them into a c()urt-desig,nate.d 
melting pot. But if his de¬ 
cision were upheld by the 


U. 3. Supreme Court (and 
the high court today is dif 
ferent from what it was a 
year ago), it doesan’t neces¬ 
sarily follow that his edict 
will have the effect he in¬ 
tends. Instead of knocking 
down the walls between city 
a.nd suburbs, the Richmond 
ruling may have the effect 
— nationwide of causing a 
flight of suburbanites to 
more outlying areas — to 
areas beyond possible busing 
zones. 

A century ago. President 
Lincoln asked:“Whither are 
We tending as a nation?” 
People in the middle and 
late 19th century couldn’t 
predict the course of Ameri¬ 
can histoiy in the 20th cen¬ 
tury. It is doubtful that late 
20th century Americans are 
better forecasters, despite 
the availability of statistical 
tools. Both liberals and con- 
.servatives have to be cau¬ 
tious in making estimates 
regarding the character of 
the futiu’e. Our country is 
\-ery big and contains di¬ 
verse elements. Regionalism 
is still .strong and the out¬ 
come of the culture battle is 
uncertairv. We have a broad 
spectrum of ideas and be¬ 
liefs. The nation is subject 
to external pressures and 
threats that could serve as 
a catalyst for unexpected 
change. Outbreak of war in 
the Middle East, for ex¬ 
ample, could profoundly al¬ 
ter isolationist ideas in the 
liberal camp. 

It is more important to 
focus attention on fund'a- 
mo.ntals in our .national life 
tlian to engage in frequent 
foreca.sting of the future. Re¬ 
cently, Connie Coyne, writ¬ 
ing in New Guard cited 
some of the fundamentals— 
things that Americans have 
sought since the era of the 
Founding Fathers — “order, 
justice, domestic tranquility.

Says Deputy District 
Attorney Carroll 


Deputy District Attorney 
Ronald H. (Mike) Carroll, 
head of District Attorney 
Joseph P. Busch’s 'new Nar¬ 
cotic and Dangerous Drug 
Section, doesn’t pay much 
attention to talk of “victim¬ 
less” crimes. 

Carroll is tn charge of the 
five-man unit which was 
formed’ by Busch recently 
and is operating u.nder the 
District Attorney’s Organized 
Crim and Pornography Divi¬ 
sion. 

“There’.s no such thing as 
a victimless crime when 
you’re talking about .narco¬ 
tics use,” Carroll said. “The 
primary victim is the family 
of the drug user, since he or 
.she often spends as much as 
$100 a day to feed the habit. 

“Society is the secondary 
victim. The addict often 
turns to burglary or rob¬ 
bery to raise the money for 
drugs. Eventually, cither di¬ 
rectly or through rising in¬ 
surance rates, we’re all vic¬ 
tims of .’narcotics.” 

Distri'it Attorney Bus c h 
agrees, and that’s what he 
was thinking when he or¬ 
dered the formation of Car- 
mi’s unit. 

“A little loss than half the 
cases filed by my office are 
related to drug use, sale or 
manufature” Busch said. 
“The matter has become a 
social aiid legal catas¬ 
trophe.” 

Busoh explained the im¬ 
mediate cause for the crea¬ 
tion of the narcotics sec- 
tioin. 

“Legal rules .seem to be 
ever - changing,” ho said. 
"This caus'os polict; agencies 
tc be uncertain of their 
powers, til us slowi.ng and 
frutrating Invcstiga t i o n s. 
Drug cases clog the courts. 
We simply needed a special 
unit to attack special prob¬ 
lems.” 

Although authorized in the 
fall, the Narcotics and Dan¬ 
gerous Drug Section did .not 


become operational .until 
late January. 

Carroll explained some of 
the activities the new unit 
will undertake. 

“One of our major func 
tnons will be that of co¬ 
ordinating,” he said. “We’ll 
work with federal, state, 
county and municipal agen¬ 
cies in investigating major 
drug matters. I want to em- 
.phasizo that we’ll be work¬ 
ing exclusively on the ma¬ 
jor cases — simply because 
that’s where we can do the 
most good. 

“Every guy who’s dealing 
in big volume supplies the 
little guys who are out sell¬ 
ing the drugs cm tire street. 
Stop th-e big gny and you 
don’t have to worry about all 
the little guys.’’ 

Carroll is joined by Wil¬ 
liam Gargaro and David 
Disco, both deputy district 
attorneys, and investigators 
Ralph Snyder and Ronald 
Tevere. 

“That doesn’t give ,us 
much manpower to blanket 
the whole county,” Carroll 
said, “so we’ll be spread 
pretty thin. We generally 
won’t initiate prosecutions 
ourselves, but will wait un¬ 
til some other agency asks 
our help.” 

Whenever possible, t ,h e 
Narcotic and Drug Seertian 
will seek to prosecute 
through .normal channels, 
using reg'jlar trial deputies 
a.nd thus keeping them¬ 
selves free for additional 


“Wo don’t liave any .pre¬ 
conceived ideas,” Carroll 
.said. “We’ll borrow from 
anyone who has .some ideas 
we can use.” 

In the* field of education, 
the Narcotic and Dangerous 
Drug Section will inform 
law enfor<?eme.nt agencies 
and special narotic units of 
legal changes affecting on- 
lorcement. Its members also 
will maintain statistics in¬ 


volving drugs and narcotiers, 
including the types of ca.ses 
filed each day. 

In this manner, the .urut 
will keep track of distribu¬ 
tion and sales trends in 
each type of narcotic. 

“Right now, cocaine is a 
growing problem,” Carroll 
said. “Some people who were 
smoking marijua .n a ,n o w 
seem to be sniffing cocaine. 
It’s a lot more dangerous — 
and more expensive. It 
seems to bo circulating in 
the well-to-do crowds. 

“Heroin is still a problem, 
too. There are .new supplio.s 
coming in from the Far 
East. We’ve more than gol 
our work cut out for us.” 

Busch detailed the reason.® 
for putting the Narcotic and 
Dangerous Drug Section in 
the Organized Crime and 
Pornography Division. 

“Some of these dealers in 
heroin and hashish are 
hringin.g in amo u n t s of 
their drug worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on the 
local market,” he said. “Any¬ 
time you’re talking about 
that kind of money, you’re 
dealing with organized crime 
in some form. The major 
distributors and importers 
are veiy well organized, and 
we have to be better or¬ 
gan izxtd to stop them.” 

Legislation will be an¬ 
other actiivty of the .new 
unit. Busch said Carroll and 
his collcag':ies will monitor 
all proposed narcotic and 
dangerous drug legislation 
throughout the state, sug- 
ge.sting needed laws and im¬ 
provements, drafting legisla¬ 
tion and providing expertise 
on the pending laws. 

“We’ve all had lengthy ex¬ 
perience in the narcotic in¬ 
vestigation field, ’’Carrol! 
said. “We’ve been looking 
forward to becoming fully 
operational. We’re re a di- 
now; we honestly think wo 
can have an impact on the 
drug market, or we wouldn’t 
be here.”
